A case of yellow fever at Cienfuegos imported from Vera Cruz. 

CiENFUEGOS, Cuba, June 5, 1902. 
Sir : I have the honor to report the existence of a case presenting 
suspicious symptoms of yellow fever aboard the Danish steamship 
Vlieland. from Vera Cruz and Coatzacoalcos, Mexico, and bound for 
Boston, Mass. The vessel left Vera Cruz on May 16 and Coatzacoalcos 
the 24th, and arrived at this port the morniug of the 28th. The man 
was taken sick about 9 a. m. of June 3.

Cienfuegos, Cuba, June 9, 1902. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the report of the transactions of the 
service for the week ended June 7, 1902. Nine bills of health were 
issued to vessels leaving this port during that time ; 2 of these vessels 
weie disinfected prior to departure. 

One case of yellow fever developed aboard the steamship Vlieland 
while in port. The case was promptly recognized and removed to the 
city lazaretto, the vessel being then thoroughly disinfected and allowed 
to proceed to her destination, Bjstou, Mass. The Vlieland sailed from 
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Vera Cruz, Mexico, on May 16, via Coatzacoalcos, and arrived at this 
port on May 28, four days out from the latter port. The case developed 
exactly five days after arrival, June 3. The source of infection was 
probably Vera Cruz. 

The health of the city and surrounding country appears to be good.

Reports from Matanzas, Cardenas, Isabela de 8agua, and Caibarien. 

Matanzas, Cuba, Jime 7, 1902. 

Sir: Through the chief sanitary inspector, Havana, Cuba, I have the 
honor to submit herewith the following report for Matanzas, Cuba, 
together with the sanitary information of subports in this district tor 
the period covered between May 20 to 24, inclusive : 

Matanzas. — Thirteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas, of the 
following causes: Tuberculosis, 2; congenital debility, 2; typhoid 
fever, 1 ; cerebral hemorrhage, 1 ; tetanus, infantile, I ; septicemia, 
puerperal, 1 ; enteritis, 1 ; nephritis, 1 ; heart disease, 3. No quaraa- 
tinable disease was reported in this district. Bills of health were issued 
to the following vessels: May 21, Cuban steamship Curityba, with .55 
crew and 75 passengers, bound direct for New York. May 24, British 
steamship Kfstor, with 22 crew, bound direct for Boston. 

Cardenas. — Six deaths are said to have occurred, due to the following 
causes : Tuberculosis, 1 ; pernicious fever, 1 ; general debility in chil- 
dren. 1 ; acute paludism, 1 ; malarial fever, 1 ; athrepsia, 1. 

Tsabela de Sagua. — Three deaths are said to have occurred, due to the 
following causes : Tetanus, 1 ; heart di.-sease, 1 ; broncho-pneumonia, 1. 
No quarantinable disease is rej^orted. 

Caibarien. — One death is said to have occurred, due to infectious 
gastro- enteritis. No quarantinable disease is reported.

Matanzas — Thirteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas of 
the following causes: Tuberculosis, 2; traumatic tetanus, 1; infantile 
tetanus, 1 ; alcoholism, 1 ; broncho-pneumonia, 1 ; bronchitis, 1 ; heart 
disease, 2 ; enteritis, 1 ; ansemia, 1 ; angina pectoris, 1 ; Potc's disease, 1. 
The annual death rate for the week is 13.96 per 1,000. No quarantinalile 
disease is reported in this district. Bills of health were issued to the 
following vessels : May 25, schooner Dominguito Sardiiias, crew, 8 ; 
bound for open sea. May 28, American schooner Woodward Abrahams, 
crew, 8 ; bound direct for Brunswick, Ga. ; vessel was not disinfected 
prior to departure ; Spanish steamship Ernesto, bound for Pensacola 
via Cuban ports. May 29, American steamship Bccelsior, bound for 
New Orleans via Havaaa for passengers aad disinfection of vessel.
